: PERITY. 

“End-of-October surveys by the Re- 
serve Banks, reports of mercantile 
agencies, statements about production | 
and distribution of goods by railway,., 
agree in pointing to industrial activity 
and prosperity never equaled in the 
United States at this season of the 
year,, The quarter's earnings, of in- 
dustrial, corporations confirm that in- 
dication. In particular, the United 
States Steel's n¥t profit for the three 
mpnths ending Sept. 30 were the 
largest of any quarterly period since 
the war. 
/ During generations past, the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad has been considered 
the typical iHustration of good or bad 
times in the transportation business. 
Four years ago its earning power, as 
a result of industrial “ deflation” and 
of the confusion brought into the rail- 
way situation by two years of Gov- 
ernment operation, was so curtgiled 
that its dividend had to be cut to 4% 
per cent., the lowest in nearly forty 
years. Last week the rate was raised 
to 7 per cent., the. highest since the 
period of, railway prosperity which 
lasted from "1900 te the panic of 1907. 
Earnings of. other important industrial 
and transportation companies have 
reached this Autumn the largest figure 
ever attained outside the war years. 
. Yet the attitude of: the financial 
community and the markets seems 
chiefly to have been governed by con- 
jecture how soon the present situation 
will be replaced. by industrial reaction. 
Discussion of the “car loadings” and 
company profits is usually coupled 
with the remark that they reflect only

Acco Lo 
this new definition, we did not attain 
real national unity ‘until we came to 
perfect agreement that the great end 
of our Government is to establish and 
enforce prohibition. 

_ Mr. Wuee.ter comfortably ignores 
the fact that all his legal contentions 
have been passed upon by the courts 
of New York up to the Court of Ap- 
peals itself, and have heen pronounced 
by all of them to be without force or 
validity. He does not challenge these 
judicial decisions, or rail at them, He 
‘simply sets ‘himself up above them. 
Why cite the New York Court of Ap- 
peals, or even the Supreme Court of 
the United States, sb long as they. are. 
in conflict with that highest and most 
gacred tribunal of all, the Anti-Saloon 
League? Mr. WHEELER objects to the 
Néw ‘York proposal on the ground that 
the new test of intoxicating beverages 
which it would set up, with a conse- 
quent re-definipg of prohibition, would 
result in a law that-could not possibly 
be enforced. This seems almost ironic, 
coming from the champion of the ex« 
isting law which is more and more 
demonstrating, by both the acts and 
the confessions of its friends and of 
the prohibition officers, that it is not 
and cannot be enforced. 

. Apparently, Mr. WHEELER’S eleventh- 
hour’ statement is put out mainly in 
order to induce the Drys in this State 
not to vote at all on the referendum. 
‘They: seem think that if they let it 
go by default, . it will lose a good part 
of its significance. But such a de- 
fault, due to unwillingness ‘on their 
part to try out fairly public senti- 
ment,’ ‘will _of itself - be highly sig- 
nificant. They have no explicit direc- 
tions from Mr. Weezer how to vote 
as between candidates for office in 
this State. Still, he declares that any 
nominees who endorse the liquor refer- 
endum “forfeit any claim on the 
friends of law and order they might 
otherwise have.” This, of course, looks 
straight at Senator WapsworrH, whom 
Mr. Weezer has had such a strange 
reluctance to attack by name, although 
he has felt free to strike at every other 
anti-prohibition head in sight.

worth for desertion, . willful disobedi- 
ence and sowardice, 


This young man had —— to 


enlist in the service again and again 
and was refused: because of the defec- 
tive condition of his teeth. He ‘was, 
however, finally drafted and passed. 
Sherman’s wife con vinced 
Redfield, former Secretary of Com- 
merce, of the innocence of Ker hus- 
band, and as a result” ex-President | 
Wilson first ‘suspended part of | the 
sentence and afterward commuted all 
of it, but refused to restore Sherman 
to citizenship. Mr. Redfield was so 
‘thoroughly convinced of the terrible 
injustice that had. been done to young 
Sherman that he,’continued under the 
Administration of Harding to work for 
his full pardon and a restoration of his 
citizenship. 

Mr, Redfield enlisted my sympathy 
in his work, and ag an expegt in mouth 
infections I carefully studied the pro- 
ceedings of the oepurt-martia] and was 
convinced that the infections in Sher- 
man’s mouth were the entire cause of 
his. irrational condition for a few 
weeks.

_In a little more than two weeks New 
York will embark upon what promises 
to be its greatest hockey season. Re- 
vived only a yearfago, hockey has be- 
come the leading Winter sport here;

‘hockey and eagerly seized the oppor- 
tunity to see games again 
war broke up the previous teams here 
formed only a small portion of the 
crowds that filled the Garden. New 
fans, who knew Uttle or nothing of the 
game, took to the ice sport with zest 
and become ardent devotees, speaking 
well for'the essential thrill of the game 
and the simplicity which makes it un- 
derstandable to the novice.

@vo points. After the two schedules 
have been completed the second 
third teams will play off, the survivors 
meeting the leaders in their respective 
finals, - Each series will be decided 
-by the majority of goals on the round, 
and the championship finals by two 
out of three, after which there will be 


inter-league games for the world’s 


championship and the Stanley Cup. 
Dates. have already been set aside 
for playoff matches in the event either 
the Americaris or Rangers qualify for 
the finals in their section, promising 
possible championship struggles here, 
in addition to the forty-four fixtures. 


Keen Rivalry Ahead. 

The revamped National League, be- 
sides adding a team in this city, now 
has teams in Chicago and Detroit, lay- 
ing the ground for keen - inter-city 
rivalry, which always provides a stim- 
ulus to the fans, Pittsburgh and Bos- 
ton are the otheg American cities in 
the league.
